Committee on Constitution elected, this com- 
mittee to suggest amendments for membership and 
convention consideration. Resultof labors of thiscom- 
mitteesentto groups. 

Committee on Program elected. This commit- 
tee will report to next CEC meeting and CEC will 
report to convention. 

Committeeson Education and Shop and Union 
Propaganda and Education elected. Committee on 
Education reported. This report will be printed in 
official organ. Committee on Shop Organization still 
deliberating. 

An Editorial Committee of 3 will editthe official 
organ until such time as an editor-in-chief is elected. 
The assistance of members who can write for publica- 
tion issolicited. 

1 1 was d eci d ed to d estroy CO p i es of T he State and 
Revolution in thejewish language [Yiddish] because it 
was found incomplete in contents. A new and com- 
plete edition was ordered. 

Joint meetingswithDistrictOrganizerswere held 
[Nov. 10-13, 1920]. DOsfrom Districtsl [Boston], 
2 [New York], 3 [Philadelphia], 4-5 [Cleveland], 6 
[D etroit], and 7 [C hicago] were present. D istrict r- 
ganizers were instructed, after a preliminary discus- 
sion on unity was had, to make immediate reports to 
their district affiliations upon this question. A report 
from D istrict rganizers was called for and the fol- 
lowing subjects were covered: 

1) M embershipand proportion in each language; 
state of its activity. 

2) Effectivenessof saleof all illegal organs. 

3) Status of persecution. 

4) pen work and meetings. 

5) Labor organs. 

6) Defense activities. 

7) Educational activities. 

8) Volume of voluntary help and need for paid 
assistants. 

9) Criticism of National Office. 



10) Shop committees and I WW. 

11) M iscellaneous. 

The agenda for the joint meeting covered the 
following topics:

Several items in the agenda were not reached in 
thejoint meeting but the conference was of great edu- 
cational value and besides, much information of orga- 
nization value was ©(Changed. 

Secretary of the Pan-American Bureau [Earl 
Browder?], appointed by 1 1 1 [the C om intern] was con- 
ferred with and provisional arrangemen ts for conduct- 
ing the work were made. 

Hereafter all official organs, when technically 
possible, will be 8 pages in size and 5 cents in price. 

Books and pamphlets considered. One in each 
main language other than English ordered at once. 
English pamphlets ordered. 

Addressof III [ECCI] toSP of A read and du- 
plicates ordered. 

Leaflet upon unemployment ordered. Leafletsin 
those languages in which orders total 5,000 or more 
will be printed hereafter. 

Lettish [Latvian] independent branches (those 
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who seceded from theCP Lettish [Latvian] Federa- 
tion) addressed theCEC aslcing for special representa- 
tion at the unity convention. Denied by the C EC but 
invitation sent them to join the party and enjoy full 
membership rights. 

Subcommittee elected to secure information re- 
garding the I WW looking forward to the education 
of the membership of this organization. Pamphlet to 
be produced dealing specifically with the principle of 
the party and the error of those of the I W W . 

Subcommittee elected to supervise language le- 
gal organ of which party groups in districts 4 [Cleve- 
land] and 6 [Detroit] were complaining. 

Complete and immediate industrial and union 
registration was ordered so that the work of organiz- 
ing shop and union caucuses can proceed, as well as 
the eventual organization of shop committees. 

Districts were reviewed in regard to additional 
help needed. 

1 1 wasdecided to forward to theC P a copy of all 
official documents received from III [ECCI]. It was 



decided to pay certain loans made by CP membersfor 
bonds before the CP split. 

C harges were ordered preferred against any mem- 
ber who would not subject himself to C EC decisions 
and agree to the tactic of party control of any organi- 
zation which attempts propaganda in line with party 
principles. 

Local quorum of CEC [New York members] 
took up minor matters referred to it: 

1) C anada was made D istrict 12 and a D istrict 
Organizer was named. 

2) Illegal manufactureof liquor by memberswill 
not be tolerated; it jeopardizes the safety of the party 
and its connections. 

3) Legal pamphletsand their speedy publication 
was ordered.
